Preliminary approval. of the El- 
liott Plan route for the Mark 
Twain expressway, with some apn- 
ditions, was announced yesterday 
by the St. Louis County Planning 
Commission. 

The expressway, which would 
rur from the downtown area 
northwest past Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, is one of three major ar- 
teries in a proposed 53-mile, 
$100,000,000 highway system for 
the St. Louis area. 

Approval of the route was made 
conditional on adoption of a pre- 
posed change under which the ex- 
pressway would follow the south 
line of the Naval Air Station. in- 
stead of following Natural Bridge 
road in that area. This would re- 
duce the number of homes dis- 
placed by the project. 

Another condition was that the 
St. Louis Airport Commission 
provide funds for acquiring right 
of way for a length of expressway 
equal to the section of Natural 
Bridge road now scheduled to he 
absorbed by an expansion of Lam- 
bert Field, west of Edmundson 
road. 
| The commission said also that 
| consideration should be given to 
_a recommendation that the ex- 
|pressway go through Memorial 
Park Cemetery, to reduce damage 
to new homes on the south side 
of Lillian averue in Northwoods.

Allusion to Differences. 

Then, in an apparent allusion |. 
to a series of British-American 
disputes, such as the current dis- 
cord over the United States’s re- 
fusal to invite the British to at- 
tend meetings of the (ANZUS) 
Pacific defense council, the Prime 
Minister declared that Britain’s 
close co-operation with the United 
States “does not mean that we 
always find ourselves in complete 
agreement with our American al- 
lies or that we should hesitate 
to press our views on matters 
about which we. differ.” 

“But we shall certainly not fall 
into the snare laid for us by the |. 
Soviet Government and their 
Communist adherents and fellow- 
travelers here and in other coun- 
tries and allow any breach in the 
effective harmony of thought and 
action which is the mainstay of all 
we hold dear,” he added. 
Churchill warned Britons they 
would find the rearmament bur- 
den heavy. He said the former 
Labor Government had framed 
the nation’s $13,160,000,000 arms 
program “loosely and hurriedly.” 
He said a Laborite whispering 
campaign a year ago referring to 
him as a warmonger had cost the 
Conservative party 50 parlia- 
mentary seats in the general elec- 
tion. Actually, he continued, 
“there is a general feeling in the 
world that, on the whole, the 
danger of world war has receded 
since we became responsible.”

Draper, executive medical officer 
| of the fund, said today. 
_ Dr, Draper, who is attending 
the mine workers’ conventian | 
here, reported that on the basis 
_ of death benefits- paid by tie 
fund since May. 1947 the ‘average 
| age at death has increased from 
56.2 to 62.5 years. 
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Allowing 1.3 years as the na- §- 


tional average increase, he at- 
tributed a five-year increase in 
_ longevity to introduction of ade- 
quate hospital and medical care 
in isolated coal mining communi- | 


ie: =... , 
Maternal Deaths Reduced. 

In revjewing progress of the 
_ fund, Dr. Draper said infant and 
maternal death rates had been 
lowered in mining towns ‘and that’ 
‘in the field of rehabilitation 
“thousands of crippled . miners | 
have been restored to usefulness | 
and frequently to reemployment.” | 

“Unquestionably the arduous | 
and costly task of restoring men | 
with crushed limbs and backs in 
the terrible toll of the coal 
mines,” Dr. Draper said, “is one | 
of the finest chapters in the his- | 
tory of medicine. The treatment | 
of these men has brought with it 
new knowledge pf inestimable 
value to medical science. | 

“But at the same time it is} 
frankly recognized that the atti- | 
tude of certain individual physi- | 
cians must be changed. The day | 
of exploitation, overcharging, un- | 
necessary surgical operations and | 
other such abuses is drawing to | 
an end.” ut 

Medical Obligation. 

Dr. Draper, who is a former | 
Deputy Surgeon General of the | 
United States Public Health Serv- ! 
ice, recently submitted a report | 
on ‘malpractice in the coal fields | 
at a conference: calléd by a com- | 
mittee of the Américan Medical | 

_ Association. In his report, a por- &. 
tion of which was ‘published in 
y the United Mine Workers Journal | 
and distributed to the convention | 
delegates, Dr. Draper asserted 
that improvement.of the quality 
Of hospital and medical care, in | 
the mining areas constituted an 
| Obligation of organized medicine. 

“In our opinion,” Dr. Draper | 
said, “by far the most important | 
consideration in medical practice 


' 


in the coal mine areas is the con- 
scientiousness and competence of | 
' the physicians who treat our i 
patients. There are those whose | 
services need not be questioned. | 
' There are others whose motiva- | 
tions and qualifications, as we | 
know, aré such that the interests | 
of the patient are not well served | 
and the money paid them by the | 
fund is largely wasted.” | 
“Because the number of physi- | 
cians in coal mining areas is all 
too few,” Dr, Draper berotained: | 
it has been necessary to utilize | 
the services of even the ineom- | 
petents “on the chance that they | 
may be helpful to a limited extent | 
and to assuage the feelings of the | 
miner that the services of any | 
sort of physician are in his ex-| 
tremity preferable to none at all.” | 
Some Improperly Trained. | 
Experience has shown, Dr. | 
Draper continued, that. some | 
physicians in these areas were 
never properly trained, some are | 
victims of circumstances, some | 
have gone backward due to lack | 
of adequate facilities and because | 
they are out of touch with the | 
medical profession, and some are | 
simply interested in the better- | 
than-average income obtainable in | 
mining areas. | 
In further discussing the physi- | 
cians of the coal fields, Dr. Drap- 
er’s report said: “Closely related | 
are the services performed by | 
physicians who know they are not | 
qualified for certain work, but | 


who will attempt almost anything 


in order to retain the fee. The 
results are often gruesome. The | 
physicians in our special centers | 
and the specialists in the out- | 
standing clinics to which these | 
patients are finally referred in | 
desperation can furnish abundant | 
information on this score.” 
Unnecessary Surgery. 
“Unnecsssary surgery per- 
formed by reasonably competent | 
physicians who know better, but | 
want the ‘money, is hard on the 
patient and deprives other pa- | 
tients of much needed service that | 
could be provided by the money 
wasted. In one of our communi- | 
ties, after much travail, we. re- 
fused to pay for other than emer- | 
gency operations until a consul- | 
tant of recognized standing in a 
city far removed pronounced 
‘nem indicated.” 
One of the paragraphs of docu- 
mentation is quoted as follows: 
Out of 54 appendectomies per- | 
formed, the pathological report | 
confirmed the diagnosis of appen- | 
dicitis in 25 and reported normal | 
appendices in the other 29. In the | 
case of ofe physician who had | 
performed 12 appendectomies, | 
five of which were confirmed by 
the pathologist, did not obtain 
more than one white cell count | 
during the hospitalization of any 
of these 12 patients, and did not 
obtain a urinalysis on five - of | 
those patiekxs.”

Both speeches raised further questions in 
the minds of voters seeking definite infor- 
mation about what he would de if elected 
President, particularly on how he would 
bring about “repeal,” whether he is 
against the usé of injunctions in any form 
in labor disputes and what plans he has in 
mind to cope with “national emergency” 
work stoppages. 

* * *# 

THE POST-DISPATCH is able to present 
an authoritative report of the views of Ste- 
venson and his advi on general and spe- 
cific inquiries about the changes Stevenson 
has publicly advocated. The Democratic can- 
didate and his staff have not reached a final 
decision on what could be done in each in- 
stance or in each category. 


Questions about “repeal’—a subject that 
brought prolonged applause at the Kiel Au- 
ditorium meeting Thursday. night—can be 
grouped in this manner: : 

1. In the public mind, Stevenson has 
taken three positions: (a) before the Chi- 
cago Democratic convestion he was for 
“amendment” of Taft-Hartley; (§) at De- 
troit on Labor day he was for “sérapying” 
the law and starting over, and (c) in his 
New York AFL speech, he called for “re- 
peal.” Since erganized labor had insisted 
on. “repeal” some inquirers thought his 
present position a concession of organized 
labor. 

2. If Congress “repealed” the law, would 
there nat be a hiatus until a new law could 
be enacted? 

3. What would be the legislative mechan- 
ics of “repeal.” 

4. Would organized labor be satisfied 
with drastic “amendment”? 

5, Stevenson has said: “What should be 
retained can be written into a new law 
best after the political symbolism of the 
Taft-Hartley Act is behind us.” Would a 
new name, such as a Murray-Barden law, 
so-called because Senator James E. Murray 
of Montana is the chairman of the Senate 
Labor Committee and Representative Gra- 
ham A. Barden of North Carolina is chair- 
man of the House Labor Committee, elimi- 
nate the symbolism? 

On the above questions, Stevenson and his 
advisers think it is unfortunate to make “re- 
peal” versus “amendment” the main issue in 
the controversy. In their view the real issue 
is what the new law should contain and they 
point to his AFL speech which said: “The 
method, whether by amendment of the exist- 
ing law or replacement with a new one, has, 
frankly, seemed less important than the ob- 
jective.” ' 

Because the Democratic platform strongly 
advocates that the necessary changes in the 
law should be accomplished, so far as legisla- 
tive procedure is concerned, by “repeal” of 
the present law, the Stevensonian thought is 
that the changes required in the present law 
are so extensive,that a complete rewriting of 
the act. is in order; to do that and yet call 
that process “amendment” (as was done when 
the Taft-Hartley Act replaced the Wagner 
Act) would be to place form above substance. 

In his Detroit speech, Stevenson deplored 
the unfortunate symbolism which attaches to 
the Taft-Hartley name and thinks that regard- 
less of who is right and who is wrong, it is 
easier to get the necessary spirit of compro- 
mise in the writing of a new law if it can be 
taken, so far:as is possible, out of the atmos- 
phere of fighting the battle of the old one. 

As to a “Murray-Barden” lew, the Steven- 
gon group believes that as a matter of fact 
and procedure, once the rewriting process is

This 
was true of the Taft-Hartley Act itself, which

powers by government should he open to all

Another series of questions was raised by 
Stevenson’s denunciation of the use of in- 
junctions in labor disputes.

tioned such processes. 
Typical questions on this subdivision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act were: 


1. Stevenson has announced he is against 
injunctions in labor disputes... Taft-Hartley 
provides two types of injunctions:' (a) in 
secondary boycotts, prohibited in the ‘present 
law as an “unfair. practice,” in which the un- 
offending employer can cause the National 
Labor Relations Board to get an injunction 
for his protection and (b) in national emer- 
gency situations, in which the Attorney Gen- 
eral gets the injunction after a presidential 
board has reported that such emergency 
exists. To what type or types of injunctions 
was he referring? . 

2. If there is a “pure secondary boycott,” 
without the complication of a jurisdictional 
strike, what force of law, -other than injunc- 


tion, wquld Stevenson-use to protect. the. ine

3. If the situation is a clear jurisdictional 
dispute, in which Union B strikes after Union 
A has been certified as the bargaining agent 
by the National Labor Relations Board, what 
substitute would Stevenson have for the in- 
junctive process? 

4. What are Stevenson’s recommendations 
for settlement of jurisdictional disputes (a) 
between AFL craft unions and (b) between 
the AFL and CIO unions? .

IN GENERAL, Stevenson and his advisers 
would take out the injunction powers written 
into the Taft-Hartley law, both for unfair 
labor practices cases and national emergency 
disputes, and go back to the Wagner Act and 
the Norris-LaGuardia anti-injunction act, 
which was largely repealed by the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. Both older statutes, which favored 
employes over employers, permitted labor in- 
junctions under certain conditions. 

The Stevenson view is: 


There appears ne reason why enforce- 
ment procedures im the cases of unfair la- 
bor practices by UNIONS should not be 
exactly the same as it was for 12 years 
(1935 te 1947) under the Norris-LaGuardia 
and the Wagner Acts with respect to un- 
fair labor practices by EMPLOYERS. 

This means that principal reliance would be 
upon the “cease and desist” procedure, in- 
volving NLRB hearings and orders, with 
SUBSEQUENT court review and enforce- 
ment by court order if necessary. Violation 
of such a court order at this stage can bring 
into play the entire range of judicial sanc- 
tions, including contempt penalties and re- 
er orders (as provided in the Wagner 

t).

it is used prior to administrative considera-. 


tion. It is that use which results in hasty 
and frequently unjust action by the ‘courts. 
It seems to be generally ignored that the 
Norris-LaGuardia Act (upon which reliance 
was placed both in the Detroit and AFL 
speeches) does not prohibit the issuance of 
injunctions at any stage in case of violence 
or property daniage. 

A “pure secondary boycott” has always 
been the subject of common law and statu- 
tory prohibitions and restrains in the state 
courts. It still is. If it is deemed advisable 
to make such a boycott also an “unfair labor 
practice” under federal law, the enforcement 
procedures should be the same as for EM- 
PLOYER “unfair labor practices,” that is, ad- 
ministrative hearing and order, followed. by 
court review and enforcement if necessary. 

The problem of handling jurisdictional dis- 
putes has been immeasurably lessened in the 


‘past two or three years by the combined 


efforts of the NLRB, the AFL and the CIO. 
No position could be taken with respect to the 
details of handling those jurisdictional dis- 
putes which may arise except after a com- 
plete study of the effectiveness of these pro- 
cedures which have been worked out by these 


‘groups. 


Another group of questions specifically re- 
lated to the national emergency work stop- 
pages and the use of injunctions. These 
inquiries were typical: r 

1, Stevenson said at Detroit that “Congress 
should give the President a choice of proce- 
dures when voluntary agreement proves im- 
possible; (a) seizure provision geared to the 
circumstances, or (b) arbitration, or (c) a 
detailed hearing and a recommendation of 
settlement terms, or (d).a return of the dis- 
pute to the parties.” What weight or priority 
does he give to these alternatives? 

2. In New York Stevenson said, in answer 
to Eisenhower's charge of “cOmpulsion,” that 
the President should “try to refer the dispute 
to arbitration.” What would happen if. the 
parties reje¢ted this presidential effort? 

3. If Congress authorized seizure of a plant 
or industry, even on a temporary or ad hoc 
basis, what force of law in place of injunc- 
tion would Stevenson recommend if workers 
struck against the government operators? 

4. If the Executive branch were authorized 
by Congress to seize an industry on an ad hoc 
basis, what provisions would Stevenson rec- 
ommend for equality of treatment of manage- 
ment and labor? 

5. Congress in the 1916 War Powers Act 
authorized, among other things, governmental 
seizure of the railroads in time of war. The 
recent seizure of the railroads under the 1916 
law lasted two years and the workers were 
compelled to stay on the job at existing 
wages. They threatened to strike against the 
Government and the Government obtained in- 
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junctions. What substitutes would Stevenson 
offer for such injunctions? 

' 6. What specific cases did Stevenson have 
in mind when he said the 80-day cooling-off 
period of the Taft-Hartley law had been suc- 
cessful only twice? 

Stevenson and his advisers lump. these 
questions under the heading of “national 
emergency” disputes and have worked out the 
following line of thought: 


“Mediation” is the primary and all im- 
portant process for handling these cases. 
Backing it up, the other processes men- 
tioned in the Detroit speech would be con- 
sidered in roughly this order, although de- 
pending on circumstances: “Investigation 
and reporting to the public”; an attempt te 
get the parties to submit te arbitration 
(AFL speech); “hearing and . .. recommen- 
dation of settlement terms”; “seizure.” 


“Seizure” is conceived only as a last resort, (#he-election,. Both W 


one which would probably never be necessary 
if there were a workable mediation provision. 
But there must be some ultimate “insurance” 
provision like this and Congress ought to pro- 
vide it by general law. 

The Supreme Court has held that where 
there is a strike against government opera- 
tion of seized facilities, the prohibitions 
against the issuance of labor injunctions do 
not apply. This seems to be an appropriate 
and proper rule. 


The matter of provision for “equality of 


| treatment of management and labor” in cases 


of seizure is an extremely complicated one. 
The essential principles are probably three: 
(1) That there must be some: adequate ar- 
rangement for compensating owners and 
workers during seizure; (2) that continued 
collective bargaining by the private parties 
and an early set ent of the dispute must 
be encouraged; and-X3) that the paramount 
national fhterest in a continuance of produc- 
tion must be accepted.

THE VARIOUS BILLS already introduced 
in Congress illustrate the difficulty of work- 
ing these principles out in practice. There 
appears no reason, however, why this cannot 
be done. 

The Taft-Hartley Law probably operated to 
expedite settlement in the meat-packing case 
of 1947. and the copper case of 1951. 

The Democratic presidential candidate has 
no specific answer on how to amend the law 
to permit closed union shops in the maritime, 
building trades and printing industries, where 
the “closed” shop has been traditional, and 
not permit it in others. 


His general idea is that this seems only to 
present problems of legislative draftsmanship. 
Two bills designed to accomplish this purpose 
in whole or in part have already been intro- 
duced in Congress and although there are ob- 
vious drafting difficulties involved he does 
not think they appear in any way insuperable. 


Primary purpose of the measures London 
has in mind is to strengthen Britain’s—and 
the whole sterling area’s—ailing world trade 
position and gold and dollar reserves.

AMERICAN AND BRITISH officials are 
reluctant to discuss this plan. 

The present Administration in Washington 
cannot commit the United States to any long- 
term programs, officials point out. Nor can 
either of the major presidential candidates 
make any such commitments in advance of

are, moreover, anxious Britain's economic 
needs. and possible methods of meeting them 
should not become issues in the American 
political campaign. 

The British proposals must, furthermore, 
be passed upon by the Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers’ Conference in London next month 
before they can be put in final form and 
taken up with the United States. 

Officials, accordingly, decline to comment. 
for attribution on the British plan. They con- 
cede, however, that the plan exists and that 
it will probably be laid. before the new Ad- 
ministration here—no matter who wins the 
election—early next year at the latest. 

Britain’s economic predicament is, in- 
deed, so perilous that London would have 
proposed new joint measures for dealing 
with it some time ago if this had not been 
an election year in the United States. 

Here is how responsible American and 
British officials view Britain’s. economic 
plight and the measures they think best 
suited for dealing with it: 

Britain’s basic difficulty is that it isn’t earn- 
ing enough to live on, not even at its present 
austerity level. It isn’t selling enough to 
other countries to pay for the things it must 
buy if it is to survive in decency and as a 
great power. 

The British trade deficit averaged more 
than $81,200,000 a month during 1950 and 
rose to an average of $257,600,000 a month 
during the first half of 1951 and $305,200,000 
a month during the second half of last year. 

The deficit fell to an average of $218,400,- 
000 a month the-first quarter of this year and 
to $196,000,000 a month the second quarter. 
Even these smaller deficits are greater than 
Britain can endure indefinitely, however. 
They were made possible, furthermore, only 
by cuts in imports which Britain also can 
hardly endure indefinitely. 

“Lower imports have been the determining 
factor in the improvement of the position,” 
an official British report points out in this

ONE FEATURE of the price support pro- 
gram Britain plans to propose to the United 
States would be a “buffer stock” which would 
act as a stabilizing inventory or compensating 
reservoir.

One exceedingly interesting fact about a Re- 
publican Congress would be the large number of 
House committee chairmen from Illinois. The 
House committees on Rules, Foreign Affairs, Ju- 
diciary, Un-American Activities and District of 
Columbia would be headed by Illinois Republi- 
cans. Add in the Committee on Government Op- 
erations, which would be headed by Representa- 
tive Clare E. Hoffman of Michigan. All these 
Representatives come from the bailiwick of Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, publisher. of the Chicago 
Daily Tribune. Through them he might expect to 
exercise a very considerable influence in the 
House. 

‘There is no doubt that a G.O.P. victory at the 
polls would bring a change in Congress. The 
question is: Do the people want the kind of 
change this information indicates would occur? 
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What Symington Stands For 

No doubt, the voters of Missouri nominated 
Stuart Symington for the United States Senate 
on his record. They knew that he was w gdod 
businessman, and they were impressed by the 
clean and efficient way he served them and 
the whole nation in Washington. 

They saw him, when in charge of surplus war 
property, insist on a fair deal for all—even 
when this meant fighting the big Aluminum 
Company of America. They watched him develop 
the Air Force as an independent branch of our 
military establishment. They were impressed by 
his regard for American money and American 
resources as chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board. And they were enthusiastic 
about his clean-up job in the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

This record, of course, will not be forgotten 
between August and November. The voters, 
however, will elect Mr. Symington to the Sen- 
ate, we believe, not so much on his good record 
as on the specific outline of what he proposes 
to do on Capitol Hill.

He is for conservation on our farms and in our 
river valleys. He wants to restore, if possible, 
our blighted towns, especially in Missouri. He 
is for rural electrification and all the practical 
boons which have been introduced in the last 
20 years. He is for more and better housing. 
For better schools. And for the sort of controls 
which will guard these gains from undermining 
by inflation. 

But people, human beings, are in the fore- 


front of Mr. Symington's mind. Defense and . 


housing. cheap electricity and better schools are 
important to him because they are important in 
the business of providing a better life for the 
American people. He respects these people. He 
showed that as an industrialist in his negotia- 
tions with labor. He believes in freedom of or- 
ganization, of opportunity, of thought. 

In a friendly, unpretentious way, Mr. Syming- 
tons has been saying all these things all over 
Missouri — in the big cities and in the little 
towns.

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Dixon vs. Stratton in Illinois 

One of the complaints most frequently heard 
in the race for Governor of Illinois between Lt. 
Gov. Sherwood Dixon, Democrat, and State 
Treasurer William G. Stratton, Republican, con- 
cerns the new highway program.

Mr, Dixon proposes to protect this program. 
What Mr, Stratton has in mind is not clear. The 
truckers are backing them and that may be a tip. 

In this connection it is interesting that Mr. 
Dixon has proposed that Mr. Stratton join him 
in making public simultaneously their personal 
income tax returns for the last 10 years. “I will 
be ready to do this,” says Sherwood Dixon, 
“whenever he is.” 

If Mr. Stratton has accepted this challenge, 
word of it has not gotten around very well.

A group of roving American ambassadors 
named the Harlem Globetrotters has returned 
from a mission on basketball courts in 32 na- 
tions. They were cheered by huge crowds which 
included the Sultan of Morocco, the Philippines’ 
President and other dignitaries, but very few 
American diplomats. As the team’s manager 
remarked: ' 

Those officials seem to have lost touch 
with the common people—the people we 
cater to. It takes a movie cutie or a big 
shot to bring these diplomats out. 


No doubt the charge is too sweeping. Yet we 
recall that Ambassador Bowles drew some super- 


cilious frowns from Washington when he toured | 


India to talk to the people, instead of sticking 
to his embassy. 

The Globetrotters were good diplomats for 
democracy. As fine sportsmen and gentlemen 
of America's minority race, they probably did 
as much for international good will as a State 
Department white paper. 

Their experience suggests that more of our 
diplomats ought to get out in the crowd, and 
eat hot dogs, or shishkabab, or chicharrones, and 
talk to the people who eat them. Few of these 
will be wearing striped pants. :

A Catholic Indorsement of Stevenson

This election year is one which we, the 
present active editors of The Commonweal, 
tried to approach without commitments to 
a particular party or candidate. Certainly 
we were for the nomination of Gen. Eisen- 
howeér over Mr. Taft at the Republican con- 
vention. 

But when the Democratic convention 
nominated Gov. Stevenson we knew that 
an easy choice in favor of the General was 
no longer possible. Everything now de- 
pended on the stands taken by the two 
candidates, both of them.admirable men. 


We have. accordingly, respected both 
candidates and listened with great inter- 
est to what they have had to say. But as 
we have listened, we have been increasing- 
ly impressed with the level of one candi- 
date’s campaign, and depressed and disil- 
lusioned by the progressive deterioration 
of the other candidate’s promise. 


A weighing of the evidence therefore 
convinces us that. in the context of our 
own political and social principles, we 
would be avoiding our editorial responsi- 
bility di@ we not state this conviction: the 
election of Gov. Stevenson and the defeat 
of Gen. Eisenhower is a matter of vital 
importance to the nation. 


We wish to make clear that our indorse- 


ment of the Stevenson candidacy, though 
definite and wholehearted, is not irrevoca- 
ble or blindly partisan. 

We hope never to find ourselves in the 
unfortunate situation of some “independ- 
ent” journals which, having given an in- 
dorsement, have apparently offered with 
it their editorial freedom and usual com- 
mon sense. 


Buried Under a Slogan 


We also wish to make clear that in our 
indorsement of Gov. Stevenson we speak 
only for ourselves as those responsible for 
the editorial policy of this magazine. We 
certainly do not claim to speak for the 
Catholies in this country, or even for our 
loyal readers and supporters. 


The Republican candidate is basing his 
major campaign strategy on a slogan: “It’s 
time for a change.” The slogan contains a 
basic truth, but, as with most slogans, the 
truth is almost buried. 


When all is granted which truth de- 
mands must be granted about the govern- 
ment in power, its diplomatic shortcomings. 
its lack of historical foresight, the shocking 
corruption among some of its officials, and 
the real dangers of continuing it in power 
for too long—there yet remains the neces- 
sity of measuring these things against 
both the record of its positive achieve- 
ments and the record of the party, in op- 
position. 

When a merely negative argument for 
“change” is made, then the argument must 
be measured against the actual record of 
those who now demand it. And the record 
of the Republican, party on the great is- 
sues which have faced the nation for the 
past 20 years is. for the most part, simply 
appalling. 


The Only Real “Change” 


There was. of course, bope that Gen. 
Eisenhower would redeem that record, but 


the evidence to date indicates that he has — 


become part of it. Having joined it, his 
argument for a change to his party's lead- 
ership holds terrible dangers. For what- 
ever have been the failures of the Demo- 
cratic Administration, they have in con- 
text been minor compared with the his- 
toric blindness of the dominant wing of 
= Republican party during the same pe- 
od. 
It is an optimistic and trustful man in- 
deed who, in the face of the Republican 
record, and with no reasonable alterna- 
tives offered, is yet pared to make an 
act of faith in the nere! and thus re- 
treat from the imperfect, but real, achieve- 
ments of the present tion to 
the dismal promises of the opposition. 
Gen. Eisenhower has offered nothing 


failures, the only real “change” in view 
this election year. 

When the General began his campaign 
he maintained that the onl real issue fac- 


ing the voters was foreign policy, peace or 


war. The Democratic candidate continues 
to maintain this. But somewhere along the 
line the General discovered “the mess in 
Washington.” His preoccupation with it 


‘has eclipsed all other interests ever since. 


This “mess,” he now claims, is the “ma- 
jor issue.” And so, while he clasps to his 
official bosom every McCarthy and Jenner 
in his own party with one arm, he uses 
the other to gesticulate angrily against 
lack of integrity among the Democrats. He 
has, apparently, subscribed to a novel po- 
litical doctrine—salvation comes by faith 
alone. Even Republican scoundrels * are 
saved, but Democratic saints are forever 
damned. The issues?—Let's get back to 
that “mess in Washington.” 

In the meantime, Adlai Stevenson goes 
about the land, carefully and brilliantly, 


, defining his stand on things as they are. 


His position, as defined, represents a rev- 
olution in American politics. Subscribing 
to the broad social and diplomatic policies 
of the past 20 years, he has yet demon- 
strated a genuine awareness of the dangers 
of over-centralization. 


Just Who Is a Captive? 


His approach to the problem of compul- 
sory FEPC legislation is, characteristically, 
a middle way. He insists that such legisla- 
tion is primarily a matter for action by 
the states, but he also admits that if the 
individual states fail to accept their re- 
sponsibility, the Federal Government must 
act. 

This position may fail to please the dog- 
matic “liberal,” but it will encourage the 
philosophers of socially responsible free- 
dom. The Governor’s positions on. labor 
legislation and other primary points of 
domestic policy follow the same principle. 


We regret that we cannot evaluate the 
General’s stands. (If only the “mess in 
Washington” did not absorb him so com- 
pletely.) The list of vital issues on which 
this candidate has either refused to take 
a stand or confessed his ignorance is 
indeed impressive. The few positive posi- 
tions he has found the time and knowledge 
to define have been largely indorsements 
of Democratic programs. 

To his treatment of foreign affairs Gov. 
Stevenson has brought the same honesty 
and authecrity as to his handling of domes- 
tic issues. He realizes that mistakes have

Much has been said of politica] “cap- 
tivity” in this campaign, most of it by the 
Republicans.

Security Council Proposal. 


The proposal to place non-

' State, Defense and Treasury, the 


chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board and the director 


‘of Mutual Security. 


In addition the President may 
designate as members of the coun- 
cil from time to time any of the 
secretaries of executive depart- 
ments, the chairman of the Muni- 
tions Board, or the chairman of 
the Research and Development 
Board. 

They have the responsibility for 
carrying out the decisions made 
in the council. It is difficult to 
see how non-Governmental civil- 
jans without authority or respon- 
sibility could benefit the council. | 

The council can get advice from 
any branch of the Government | 
and can call in any outside spe- 
cialists as needed. Eisenhower 
might as well have proposed that 
each member of the President's

That the truth never catches 
up with the accusation could not 
be better illustrated than in the 
case of the Air Force chairs.

Story of the Anchors. 


The anchor accusation was first | 


brought up by the then Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson and 
has been repeated many times 
since. The fact is that the Navy 
has no surplus anchors. It has a 
war reserve of anchors which is 


no more than adequate. The an-| 


chors were bought during the last 


war based on the needs of the 


fully mobilized fleet. As the fleet 


was demobiized the anchors be- | 


came excess to its needs in peace. 


Should the Navy have scrapped 
them? A 30,000-pound anchor for | 


a large ship costs $6600. Its scrap 
value is $495. The anchors are in 
open storage and do not de- 
teriorate. 

The Navy probably has a 50 
years’ supply of 16-inch shells on 
a present usage basis. If we were 
in a major war it might be neces- 
sary to resume manufacture at 
once. The shells cost $1400 each 
and have.a scrap value of $40. 
The situation in regard to shells 
is exactly the same as regards 
anchors. 

There are many kinds of an- 
chors besides ships’ anchors, 
There are anchors for anti- 
torpedo harbor defense 
which are not used in peacetime. 


There are anchors for anti-sub-| 


marine nets. There are anchors 
for buoys and for mines. None 
is used in peace except for drill. 
The supply of these would last a 
hundred years on present usage,

SOUTH BEND, Ind:, Oct. 11 
(AP)—Pittsburgh’s underdog Pan- 
thers stunned Notre Dame, a two- 
touchdown favorite, with a vicious 
first period ‘clawing and then 
staved off the furious Irish, 22-19, 
in a football thriller today. 

It was Pitt’s first victory over 
Notre Dame since 1937 following 
‘eight straight Irish wins. Notre 
‘Dame was eighth ranked in the 


Associated Press poll. 

An Irish home opening crowd 
of 45,503 saw the Panthers strike | 
for two touchdowns in about five | 
minutes deep in the first quarter 
and then was on its feet through 
a second half in which the Irish 
nearly pulled the game out of 
the fire. 

It was a contest of spectacular 
plays—a 78-yard touchdown run 
by Pitt’s Billy Reynolds, a 63-yard 
scoring Panther pass play from 
Rudy Mattiola to Johnny Jacobs, 
and a 92-yard touchdown punt re- 
turn by Notre Dame’s Joe Heap. 

Heap’s run midway in the final 
period put the Irish behind only | 
20-19, but the deadlock for which 
Notre Dame was striving col- 
lapsed on a peint try, first marred 
by a penalty and then by a bad 
pass from center. 

Even then, a successful conver- 
sion wouldn’t have helped, be- 
cause Pitt’s Joe Zombek tackled 
Notre Dame’s Ralph Guglielmi in 
the end zone for a safety with 
30 seconds left.

“It was a preventable 
accident that didn’t need to hap- 
pen,” he declared. “I had been 
eating too many refined starches 
and sugars, which are ‘foodless 


foods.’ On the whole I was ablé | Webster © 


to make a pretty good recovery. 
While I am not a perfect physical 
specimen, at the age of 65 I still 
have a golf handicap of 8.” 

His own experience made such 


an ardent convert of Dr. Miller! neo 


that he has been proselytizing for 
good nutrition during the 40 years 
that he has practiced dentistry. 
He has made countless talks to 
groups ranging from parent-teach- 
er organizations, service clubs and 
the Friends of the Land to meet- 
ings of dental and medical socie- 
ties. He is in frequent demand 
as a lecturer at schools and col- 
leges, and has just completed the 
narrative of an educational time 
lapse moving picture on care of 
the teeth. 

Dr. Miller confesses that he 
gets special pleasure from his 
work with children. “It is my 
hobby — some people collect 
stamps or antiques, but what I 
have tried to do over the years 
is to ‘collect’ healthy children.

viction of the value of organic 
grown foods, Dr. Miller was in- 
strumental in obtaining a new 
factory for Altoona which con- 
verts garbage into organic fer- 
tilizer. This pilot plant, which is 
the first of its kind to be con- 
structed in the United States, has 
been in production for about two 
weeks. ; 

In Altoéna, garbage must be 
separated from tin cans and bot- 
tles, and wrapped in paper. As 
soon as the trucks reach the new 
plant, the garbage is dumped into 
cylindrical vats. After water has 
been mixed in,it takes/less than 
half an hour to ¢ ert the or- 
ganie wastes into an odorless 
fluid. This liquid is then taken 
out and spread on the ground, 
and is covered over with a paper 
mulch made from old newspapers 
by the “agromat” machine. 

“The cellular structures of the 
wastes are broken down,” Dr. 
Miller explains, “and in two 
weeks it makes an excellent com- 
post. It contains all the molds 
and fungus normally in the soil, 
all the trace minerals, and plenty 
of humus. 

“This compost can be priced 
very economically, at about $25 
to $30 per ton. We will also 
probably make a compost from 
garbage and sewage sludge for

Get Hungry at 3 A.M.?

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At Writers’ Meeting 
Midnight Fox Hunt, 


Day on Gasconade 


By Leonard Hall 


MIDNIGHT fox hunt under a starry sky, a day spent 
floating down the placid stretches of the Gasconade 
river, square dancing, and the good visiting that goes on 
between friends who haven't seen each other for months, 
were some of the features of 
the annual meeting of the 
Missouri Outdoor Writers 
Association recently at the 
Dickenson’s Eden Resort on 

the Gasconade. 

Nash Buckingham had 
come up from Memphis; 
noted gunner and outdoors- 
man, field trial judge, cham- 
pion of America’s wild water- 
fowl, author of such classics 
as “De Shootinist Gent’man” 
and dean of outdoor writers. 
Dan Saults, whose fine edi- 
torials from “The Missouri 
Conservationist” are often re- 
printed in the Post-Dispatch, 
was there to lead a discus- 
sion.on “The Land and Wild- 
life.” Charlie Gillham, who 
has followed the big game 

trails across the Alaska wilderness for the Fish and Wildlife 
Service and worked in the forefront of the wildlife conserva- 
tion movement, took part in the panel, as did Edward Beecher, 
who has made a study of the “big dam” program on the rivers 
of the nation.

@ IT WAS A GOOD EVENING, though by the time the dis- 
cussion was over and we’d piled into cars and driven 15 miles 
out into the country to the fox hunt, the quarry was about 
ready to hole-up for the night. It was midnight when we 
arrived at the big fire built at the edge of a wheat field and 
the pack had been on the trail for several hours. But those 
of us who left the circle of firelight and the talk of Walker, 
Trigg and July and other famous strains of hounds, to wander 
out into the star-filled night, could still hear the music of the 
dogs. Nor did we comment, as did the amateur hunter in a 
famous fox-hunting story, “Well, I can’t hear the music, for 
the barking of those dratted dogs.”

The eastern horizon’ hadn’t quite started to 
lighten when “Doc” Stokely, Buck Hornkohl of the 
Forest Service and I finally gave up and headed back 
to Hazelgreen. Our hosts had planned a fairly early 
start for the float which Buck and I were to make 
next day on the upper stretches of the Gasconade and 
we wanted at least an hour or two of sleep.

@ BUT I AWOKE promptly at 6 and roused Buck out. We 
pulled on old clothes and hurried over to the lodge where 
Mrs. Dickenson had the skillets hot on the big range and her 
husband was busy with guides and boats, planning what 


stretches af river might be best to fish and what time each 
party would go out. Hot coffee dispelled the morning chill 
and the jaundiced state of mind engendered by three hours’ 
sleep, while a big platter of fried eggs, bacon and hot toast 
soon put us in shape for the day.

Our starting point was a ford some 10 miles up- 
stream, which we reached over the back country 
reads. Here we slid the boat into the water, assem- 
bled our fly rods, tied on the spinner and fly that 
best suited our fancy, and then chose plugs for the 
casting rods. We wanted to be able to fish any sort 
of water with the lures most appropriate; the fly for 
the shallows and swift-running chutes, deep-running 
plugs for the long, slow eddies. This latter water. 
said our guide, Bud Chandler, would be likeliest for 
big bass. ’

@ AS WE FLOATED ALONG, fishing one bank and then 
the other as the character of the shore line changed, Chandler 
regaled us with legends of the Gasconade country. Red 
lobelia, the beautiful cardinal flower which is often called 
Indian paint-brush, bloomed along the banks. A great blue 
heron patroled his beat down-river, moving ahead of us for 
a mile, then heading back upstream to his own fishing 
grounds. An osprey, disturbed from his perch in a great 
sycamore, soared off into the blue sky. Now and then, round- 
ing a bend, we'd put up a band of teal or pair of wood ducks.

It became apparent that the big bass weren’t 
hungry, though we offered them every lure in the 
tackle boxes. We decided, however, that we'd try for 
a mess of fish for the noonday meal, without con- 
centrating entirely on the big fellows. .This offered 
less of a problem, for the black perch and goggle-eye 
were not as wary as the bass and now and then came 
charging out of the shallow water to take a fly. Thus 
when noon arrived we had a half-dozen of keeping 
- size which Bud cleaned and scaled while we built the 
fire. Soon the fish were rolled in cornmeal and 
sizzling in the hot skillet, while coffee boiled in an 


open pail.

@ THE MEAL EATEN, we lay back in the shade and talked 
about the future of our Ozark streams. We had noted, dur- 
ing the morning, few signs of disastrous flooding. Occasion- 
ally there is still a big rise, but much of the watershed lies 
today in the Mark Twain National Forest. Hillsides are again 
building a thick layer of humus, which slows the run-off, 
allows the rain to percolate down into the earth, and grad- 
ually increases the storage capacity of the whole drainage 
area. This is good water management and perhaps the day 
will come when we'll practice it on all the watersheds of 
Missouri and the nation. 


MISSOURI SUCCESS STORY 


Small-Town Boy, Lester E: Cox, Did Not Find It Necessary to Leave Home County to Make Good

slogan 

blow a horn, 

and he’ll never blow a safe.”. This 

slogan became something of a 

by-word around Springfield and 

the younger set composed sever- 

al parodies thereof, the most 

popular of which was: “Teach a 

boy to beat a drum and he’ll never 
beat his mother.” 

Although the people of Spring- 
field didn’t know «it, coer” were 
feeling the first impact of a 
young man who was destined to 
become not only the number one 
citizen of the community from 
the standpoint of wealth and 
business accomplishment, but also 
one of the leading citizens of 
Missouri. 

In fact, when Lester E. Cox 
was made a member of the board 
of directors of the Frisco rail- 
road recently, it became just one 
more item in the long list of com- 
panies and corporations which he 
owns and operates, or just helps 
operate. 

He is president of 14 compa- 
nies and vice president of three 
more which together comprise a 
multi-million dollar operation ex- 
tending into four states. He is a 
member of the board of direc- 
tors of five other companies and 
chairman of the board of two. In 
addition to which, to get away 
from pure business, he helps 
guide the destinies of three 
schools—including the University 
of Missouri—two hospitals and 
various clubs and social organiza- 
tions down to and including his 
own country club in Springfield 
where he never plays golf be- 
cause his only hobby and pastime 
is business. 

His holdings inciude the coun- 
try’s largest tractor and imple- 
ment distributing company, manue 
facturing and supply companies, 
outdoor advertising, chemical and 
fertilizer companies, radio sta- 
tions and, in the near future, 
television. 

Although a quarter of a century 
has passed since Cox coined the 
one about the boy and the horn, 
he is still not averse to a good 
slogan and seems to have one to 
suit just about any situation. ‘In 


business,” he says, “you are just - 


as big as you are right; as little 
as you are wrong.” Or,’*“Life is 
like a bank account; you have to 
put something in before you can 
take something out.” 
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EGARDING his farm imple- 

ment business, which covers 

southwest Missouri, most of 
Oklahoma and the panhandle of 
Texas, and distributes 15 per cent 
of the total output of Ford trac- 
tors and farm implements, Cox 
says: “Get on a fast horse and 
ride till he stumbles; then get 
off before he breaks your neck.” 

Cox decided that tractors and 
farm implements were a fast 
horse back in the mid-thirties 
when he read an article on how 
rapidly the farmers were deplet- 
ing the soil. Such being the case, 
he figured, the answer would lie 
in two things, mechanization and 
fertilization. He went into both. 

His first tractor agency was a 
small one in the Missouri Ozarks. 
But unlike most agents, Cox 
didn't wait for the farmer to come 
in, not even for spare parts. He 
had men call on the farmers to 
see how their tractors were work- 
ing. Cox knew farmers. When a 
piece of machinery quits, they 
have a tendency to just walk 
away and leave it there to rust. 

Cox's system kept the tractors 
running. This gave him a splen- 
did revutation which resulted in 
the sale of more tractors, not to 
mention the sale of parts. Soon 
his territory was enlarged. Then 
it was enlarged again. When it 
spilled out of southwest Missouri 
and into Oklahoma, Cox came to 
realize that the average farmer 
knew more about the average 
tractor than did his average sales- 
man or dealer. And that wasn't 
very much. 

So he purchased a farm not far 
from Springfield and created 
Kickapoo Prairie Farms, the first 
tractor school in the country for 
dealers and salesmen. Classes of 
from 15 to 30 men come from 
Cox’s various territories and 
spend a week to 10 days in sur- 
roundings that would compare 
with a swank resort, and learn 
about tractors, combines and 
gang plows. They live like kings 
while they're there, but when 
they leave they not only can oper- 
ate every one of the inaplements

they sell, but they can, if they 
have to, take the things apart and 
assemble them again. Kickapoo 
Prairie Farms has cost Cox about 
$150,000 in ‘initial cost and up- 
keep, but he figures it has paid 
for itself many times over. More 
than 3000 men have taken the 
course. Among them were 75 
executives of the Ford Motor Co., 
and among that group was Henry 
Ford II. He was so impressed that 
the company now has a school of 
its own in Detroit. 


Cox, the man whose idea was 
good enough for Ford, is an ex- 
cellent example of the home town 
boy who made good right at home. 
Strictly speaking, however, he did 
travel 14 miles to do it. He came 
up from the little town of Re- 
public, right after he had fin- 
ished high school and formulated 
his first slogan which was to the 
effect that Life is a Challenge. 
He came to that conclusion when 
his father pointed out that he, at 
Lester’s age, was buying his own 
clothes. The implication was that 
those days were gone and boys of 
Lester’s generation were softies. 
It was a challenge he couldn't 
pass up. His father was a well-to- 
do farmer, but Lester got a job 
as janitor in the high school and 
worked during his last two years 
there. 

Then he came to Springfield 
and entered Drury College. The 
college had a little paper called 
The Mirror, and what advertising 
it carried was virtually pressed 
upon it. Lester offered the school 
$25 a month for the advertising 
concession. In a short time he had 
a lucrative business. ‘“That’s 
where I learned the principle of 
barter too,” he says. “If I needed 
a new suit ,or a pair of shoes, I'd 
just let the merchant take it out 
in advertising.” 

After two years in college he 
quit to go to work. He had been 
no great shakes as a student any- 
way. In fact, one day his English 
teacher called him in to talk about 
his poor grades. “I’m learning 
more than you think I am,” Les- 
ter told him. “While you're up 
there talking, I'm sizing up the 
men around me and trying to fig- 
ure out what they're good for

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and what they'll become.” The 
professor just shook his head. A 
year or two ago Cox met the pro- 
fessor again. “I’m still doing it,” 
he told him, “except that now I’m 
hiring the men and trying to fig- 
ure out what they’re good for.” 

His employes now number. close 
to 750 people. 

A few years ago Drury’s physi- 
cal properties were in such bad 
shape that Cox went to work to 
help rejuvenate it. He built the 
school a new girls’ dormitory, and 
helped get it a new gymnasium 
and other properties. In addition, 
he landscaped a lot of the 40-acre 
campus at his own expense. Then 
he decided that Drury needed a 
little national publicity, something 
which shocked the extremely con- 
servative element of the faculty. 


It was Cox who last year 
brought the famed Broadway com- 
posing team of Rogers and Ham- 
merstein to Drury to receive hon- 
orary degrees, and thus put the 
college in the newspapers of the 
nation. Rogers and Hammerstein 
were a little skeptical of the en- 
tire proceedings until they hit St. 
Louis. There Cox met them in a 
private railroad car staffed by 
white-jacketed waiters who served 
champagne. The whole occasion 
was carried off with such style 
and charm that the two celebrities 
were delighted and went away 
singing the praises of Drury and 
Lester Cox. 
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OX was just getting started in 
C his business career when World 

War I came along. He was not 
long out of Drury, and he enlisted 
in the Air Corps. He was taking 
advanced training at Scott Air 
Base when a training plane in 
which he and another young offi- 
cer were flying went into a spin. 
The other man was killed. Cox 
climbed out of the wreckage with 
a broken nose. Although he does 
much of his traveling today in 
his own Beechcraft, he still feels 
happier when traveling on the 
train. 

After the war Cox came back 
to Springfield and was for * 
time in the automobile business. 
Then he went to work for the 
music store where he coined the 
slogan about the boy and the 
horn. It .was while there also 
that Cox, then only 22 years old, 
started the Boy Scout Band 
which at its peak had 300 mem- 
bers, ahd made tours throughout 
the country. 

Cox brought the first radio sta- 
tion to Springfield. When the 
FCC refused him an application 
in 1932, he went to St. Joseph, 
which had two stations, and per- 
suaded one of them to come to 
Springfield. Today he owns KGBX 
in Springfield, as well as the con- 
trolling interest of stations KCMO 
in Kansas City and KOAM in 
Pittsburg, Kan. 

The core of Cox’s empire was 
a company he started soon after 
he left the music store. He named 
it the Ozark Motor and Supply 
Co. At first it was just that, then 
it branched out into refrigera- 
tors, radios, furniture, linoleum 
and what not. 


During World War II the man- . 


ager of his furniture department 
came to him and said it looked 
as though they were out of busi- 
ness. No merchandise and could 
not get any. Cox said, “Did you 
ever think about making some- 
thing to sell?” The man said he 
hadn’t. Cox said, “Let’s go to 
lunch and talk about it.” 


“In walking the one block 
down to the Colonial hotel,” Cox 
relates, “we met more than half 
a dozen expectant mothers. I said 
it looked to me like the thing 
to make would be something for 
children. Maybe a child’s rocking 
chair.” 

They rounded up some samples, 
selected a model, set up a small 
factory, and to date they have 
sold more than 250,000 chairs for 
youngsters. Later they branched 
out into living room furniture 
and another Cox enterprise, The 
Ozark Manufacturing Co. was 
born, 
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OX was one of the organizers 
Cor the Kiwanis Club in Spring- 

field, helped organize the Civic 
Music Association, was a di- 
rector of the Chamber of Come 
merce for 20 years and, as pres- 
ident of that body in the middle 
thirties, appointed a committee 
to see what could be done about 
staging a fair which would repre- 
sent the Ozarks district. The 
annual Ozarks Empire District 
Free Fair, today one of the big- 
gest in the Middlewest, was the 
result. 

Perhaps his outstanding contri- 
bution to his home town got 
started in 1949 when he was Vis- 
ited by a committee from Burge 
Hospital. It was an old hospital, 
and had come on hard times, 
reaching such a low state that 
the staff was ready either to close 
it or turn it into a nursing home. 

Cox remembered that when he 
was a boy and the hospital was a 
young and struggling institution, 
his mother used to send money 
and food to help it along. So 
when a committee of the staff 
doctors and directors came to see 
him, Cox told them: “You see 
what you can raise, and I'll match 
it dollar for dollar.” 


They went away with new hope. 
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Cox went over to look at the hos- 
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made them feel the 
still a going concern and that 
patient could still be saved.” 

The staff raised $75,000. Cox 
doubled his original offer and put 
in $150,000. Then he organized 


close to $1,000,000. 

Today the hospital has been re- 
modeled and enlarged from a 
small, old-fashioned institution

‘dle West. 


In the bright, modern entrance 
to the hospital there is a bronze 
plaque with the simple heading, 
“A Tribute.” It opens with the 
following paraggaph: 

“The rebuilding of Burge 
Hospital, to me, stems from the 
influence of a mother, and like- 
wise it is a tribute to many 
mothers. This particular mother 
was the greatest woman I have 
ever known.” 


It gives a brief sketch of his 
mother’s life in southwest Mis- 
souri, where she was widely 
known as “Aunt Amanda” and 
whose textbook was the Bible 
and whose teachings were Chris- 
tianity, truth, justice, mercy, love 
and goodness. And it closes with 
the following paragraph: 

“Yes, she was a wonderful 
woman, Amanda Belle Cox, my 
mother. She was the guiding 
light more responsible for my 
interest in building Burge Hos- 
pital than any other person, 
and to her I give full credit. 
Lester Cox.” 
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T 56, Cox exudes energy and 

forcefulness. He has the build 

of a fullback. During the de- 
pression, when business was slow, 
he got up early each morning 
and took long walks and setting- 
up exercises on the theory that 
if he couldn’t make much money 
he could at least improve the 
time by developing muscles. He 
has a jutting chin and looks a 
little like an illustration for an 
article on how you too can be 
a leader of men. He talks in a 
voice which is low and relaxed 
but incisive and he is never at a 
loss for words. 


How does he manage his many 
interests? “It’s simpler than you 
think,” he says, “I'll show you.” 
Whereupon he turns to a cabinet 
in the wall of his walnut paneled 
office and brings out a black- 
bound loose-leaf book. Each 
morning, he explains, he receives 
a one-page report from each of 
his managers of his various enter- 
prises. It shows payments, re- 
ceipts, collections, sales and bank 
balance for the day. “I can look 
at it and tell in a second how 
things are going with the com- 
pany,” he explains. 

He gets to his office at 8 a.m. 
and leaves at 5 p.m. Down the 
hall from his office is a private 
dining room and kitchen, and at 
noon he meets and has lunch 
with his top brass. He goes home 
to one of the handsomest dwell- 
ings in Springfield, in the heart 
of the most fashionable residen- 
tial district, but that is something 
comparatively new. He has three 
children, two daughters and a son, 
now grown. 

Until they were grown, the 
Coxes lived in an ordinary house 
on an ordinary street in a quite 
ordinary way. 

“For one thing,” he explains, 
“I didn’t want them to get a false 
sense of values. For another, if 
anything had happened to me 
while they were growing up, they 
wouldn’t have had to readjust 
themselves to a new standard of 
living. In+ other words, they 
wouldn’t have had to come down, 
because they were never up.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Cox recently re- 
turned from a trip to Europe, 
their first. He was always too 
busy for vacations, and even on 
this trip he took along a tape 
recorder and made recordings 
about business methods abroad. 
He has a quotation which covers 
that too: 

“If you've got a job to do, and 
at the same time get pleasure out 
of doing it, you’re a very for- 
tunate person. It’s the greatest 
thing in life.” -

Unlike Many Other Criminals, He Is Likely to Be a 


Perfectly Nice Fellow; Frequently, in Fact, He 
Appears to Be the Very Last Word in Civic Virtue

ICTURE yourself working for 
P years surrounded by stacks of 

crisp green currency. Would 
you be tempted to help yourself 
to samples? Last year, 759 bank 
employes couldn’t resist the urge, 
and the other day the American 
Bankers Association was told 
that bank embezzlements were at 
their highest since the fiscal holi- 
day of 1933. 

President Truman remarked in 
a whistle-stop speech that his 
much-criticized Internal Revenue 
Bureau has a better record than 
that, and the FBI’s J. Edgar 
Hoover, noting that the incidence 
of bank thefts was up 125 per 
cent over 1946, called the situa- 
tion “alarming.” 

“Gambling, excessive drinking, 
living above income, women and 
poor incomes were factors,” 
Hoover said. 

True. And yet the typical bank 
embezzler is not a _ carousing 
scoundrel at all, at least not out- 
wardly. Unlike many criminals, he 
is apt to be a perfectly nice fel- 
low, Frequently, in fact, he ap- 
pears to be the last word in civic 
virtue. 


Last year, for instance, W. J. 
Otteson, $10,000-a-year vice pres- 
ident of the National Bank in 
Carbondale, Ill., went to prison 
for six years for embezzling $164,- 
000 over 25 years. He was on a 
Florida vacation when his artful 
juggling of ledgers was discov- 
ered. Before moving into the pok- 
ey, Otteson had to resign as pres- 
ident of the Community High 
School board and as director of 
the Carbondale Building Loan 
and Homestead Association. He 
was ex-president of the Elks 
Club, city treasurer for 15 years, 
active in church and Boy Scout 
work and in line for the presi- 
dency of the bank. 


William C. Horley, $8500-a-year 
vice president of the First Bank 
and Trust Co. of Perth Amboy, 
N.J.. was caught last May, 
charged with embezzling $450,000, 
apparently none of it for him- 
self. Horley made a series of 
bad loans because he “liked to 
help people,” then took money 
to play the stock market to make 
up the losses. He lost even more 
on the stocks. Horley was a church 
warden, a former chairman of 
the Community Chest, a local Red 
Cross director, head of Boy Scout 
drives and ex-president of his 
chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Banking. 

Two years ago, Bethel W. Eis- 
erman, president of the Security 
Bank of Branson, Mo., dumb- 
founded his community when it 
was found that he had dipped his 
hand into his bank’s till and pil- 
fered $82,000. It was the same 
old story: Eiserman was a model 
citizen—treasurer of his church, 
active in Masonic circles and a 


member of almost every civic club 
in town. He didn’t smoke or drink 
and he helped get the town’s hos- 
pital built, 

“I think it all went to his fam- 
ily and friends,” an associate 
speculated. “He was just too 
good-hearted.” 

Experienced bankers, to whom 
this type of thievery is elegantly 
known as “defalcation,” admit 
to considerable bafflement about 
the strange new crime wave 
building up behind their coun- 
ters. 

“It’s amazing to me that it’s 
often the man you’suspect least, 
the quiet, church-going kind,” 
says James P. Hickok, executive 
vice president of the First Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis. “The 
rough, happy-go-lucky guy you'd 
put the finger of suspicion on 
first is usually as innocent as a 
new-born babe.” 

* * 

HE case of Mrs. Florence 
T votkers illustrates how true 

this is. Mrs. Volkers embez- 
zled $10,000 from the Bank of 
Carmel in California, confessed 
before being discovered but was 
so implicitly trusted by her bosses 
that it took her a week to con- 
vince them she had really taken 
the money. 

How do bankers embezzle*? 

According to Lester A. Pratt, 
a Washington accountant, inves- 
tigator and author of a book 
called “Bank Frauds,” there are 
210 ways of pulling such an in- 
side job. 

Some of the boys pocket de- 
posits and doctor the books to 
conceal the maneuver. Others 
draw on “dormant” accounts. Mrs. 
Eleanor Collins, teller at a Chi- 
cago bank, got $16,600 in small 
installments by forging checks on 
short accounts whenever an audit 
was due. Kenneth W. Boldt, 
cashier of the First National Bank 
of Milltown, Ind., took $21,779 by 
forging signatures on notes and 
later reporting a fake burglary. 
Boldt, by the way, was county as- 
sessor, former township trustee 
and a Sunday school superinten- 
dent. 

Martin G. Olsen, 36-year old 
teller of Brooklyn’s Chemical 
Bank & Trust Co., had a more 
direct approach. One afternoon 
last January he strolled out “for 
lunch,” carrying a brown paper 
bag and neglecting to come back. 
With him disappeared $38,224 of 
which $29,000 was recovered when 
Olsen was picked up five months 
later in Los Angeles. His 
estranged wife said Olsen’s take- 
home pay was $52 a week of 
which he gave her $20 and his 
— $10, keeping $22 for him- 
self.

recalls a bank cashier who com- 
mitted suicide. Upon his death 
it was discovered he had been 
bilking his bosses through a 
clever scheme involving demand 
notes—loans with a flexible due 
date. 

The maker of such a note would 
call on the cashier to pay his loan. 
The cashier accepted the money 
and said he was busy and would 
mail the borrower the canceled 
note. At the end of the day the 
cashier mailed a letter to the bor- 
rower saying the note was in- 
closed, but it wasn’t, If the bor- 
rower inquired, the cashier was 
amazed and said he would check. 
Then the cashier would forget 
about it and so, usually, would 
the trusting customer. Meanwhile 
the cashier pocketed the money 
and kept the note alive by paying 
the interest on it himself. The 
scheme worked for years. 
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S in most financial operations, 
A the yields from embezzle- 

ments vary widely. Some- 
times they’re Incredibly small. 
Fred E. Riedel, assistant head of 
a New York bank’s coin depart- 
ment and a 30-year employe, was 
recently charged by the FBI with 
embezzling $800 over eight years 
—all in quarters. Assigned to 
check deposit slips against rolls 
of quarters, he often found a coin 
or two too many and simply took 
the overage. And in the case of 
George J. Wendelberger, book- 
keeper of the West Side Bank in 
Milwaukee, federal authorities 
said he got less than $200 for 
reaching an “understanding” with 
two customers to cover up over- 
drafts of $125,000. 

On the other hand, Richard H. 
Crowe, a $7500-a-year branch 
manager for New York’s National 
City Bank, left town with $883,000 
in cash and negotiable bonds. 
What with a $30,000, home, a 35- 
foot power yacht and two cars, he 
had gone deeply into debt, From 
his exile he mailed creditors some 
$75,000. The FBI finally picked 
him up in Florida and almost all 
the money was recovered. 

“I don’t know why I did it,” 
said Crowe. “Maybe a good psy- 
chiatrist—or two or three of them 
—can figure it out.” 

A shortage of $1,800,000 was 
found in the First National Bank 
of Cecil, Pa., in 1950 after Cashier 
John F. Wagner shot himself in 
front of the bank vault. His case 
was one of what seemed to be an 
epidemic of 15 embezzlements in 
the Pittsburgh area during which, 
in less than two years, some $3,- 
500,000 was found to have wan- 
dered into private pockets. 

Total losses due to “inside” 


bank thefts throughout the coun- 
try were about $8,000,000 last 
year. 

You may recall the embarrass- 
ment of Police Judge James P. 
Pellecchia Jr., the “nation’s best 
dressed jurist” (150 suits and 400 
ties), who a few years ago admit- 
ted stealing $630,000 from his 
father’s Columbia Trust Co. of 
Newark, N.J., where the judge 
was vice president and counsel. 
He was thrown in the hoosegow 
with some 40 citizens whom he 
had sentenced himself. It devel- 
oped that Judge Pellecchia liked 
horses, dice and beautiful girls 
and lost $80,000 during one Flori- 
da gambling trip alone. The judge 
operated this way: under assumed 
names he applied for relatively 
small mortgages on prosperous- 
looking buildings and once the ap- 
praisers approved the loans he 
handled the “details” himself. He 
got 10-15 years. 

The successful embezzler often 
invests his winnings in what he 
had always wanted to do but 
couldn’t afford. To wit: 

Clarence E. Carter, supervisor 
of the bookkeeping department in 
the mortgage and loan division of 
the Chicago National Bank, spent 
$1000 of his take on dancing les- 
sons, according to police. 

Milo K. Ruse, president of the 
First National Bank of Point 
Marion, Pa., said the FBI, embez- 
zled $152,000 to buy American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. stock 
but was forced to sell at a loss? 

Miss Mabel Crump, charged 
with embezzling $14,000 from the 
Boone County National Bank, Co- 
lumbia, Mo., where she was a 
teller with a $125-a-month take- 
home pay, used her kitty to sup- 
port elderly parents. 

Paul N. Smithson, assistant 
cashier of the Waverly State 
Bank in Ohio took $7000 from his 
vault. Then he got drunk and 
showed up broke in a police sta- 
tion 24 hours later saying he had 
been slugged in an alley and 
robbed of his money. 

Erwin J. Stuckenberg, $210-a- 
month assistant treasurer of the 
Chippewa Trust Co. here (and 
president of the Chippewa-Broad- 
way Business Men’s Association) 
in 1945 confessed to stealing 
$279,000 over 15 years. Most of 
the money went to bookies on the 
East Side to whom he was known

as “Erv, the long-shot plunger,” 
because of his wild 40- and 50-to-1 
bets on horses. Ironically, Stuck- 
enberg had been offered better 
jobs but had to turn them down 
because his departure would have 
led to his earlier discovery. 

Miss Eileen Boyer, chief teller 
at the People’s Trust Co. of Ma- 
lone, N.Y., took $114,000 over 
nine years and became the “best 
dressed woman in the north coun- 
try,” especially admired for her 
hats. 

And perhaps most colorful of 
all, FIDC examiners reported, 
Ludwig R. Schlekat, teetotaling 
president of the Parnassus Na- 
tional Bank of New Kensington, 
Pa., stole more than $600,000 over 
26 years and used it to purchase 
control of the bank!

HY do quiet, respectable citi- 
W zens break the life-long habit 
of handling other people’s 
money faithfully? 

Well, Willis Roozen, 50-year-old 
assistant branch manager for the 
First Wisconsin National Bank in 
Milwaukee, a few weeks ago 
grabbed $5000 in $100 bills from 
his vault and offered a rather 
simple explanation. A father of 
four and a 32-year employe of the 
bank, Roozen admitted that he 
didn’t need the money and used 
it to buy a second car and some 
Government bonds.

“I guess the money was too 
tempting,” he reflected upon be- 
ing collared by the cops. “It was 
so nicely wrapped and just lying 
there on the floor of the vault.” 


Somewhat more typically, ac- 
cording to Dr. Donald R. Creesey, 
a University of California sociolo- 
gist who interviewed imprisoned 
embezzlers, this sort of crime 
starts when a man gets into fi- 
nancial trouble which he can't 
talk over with others, usually be- 
cause he is ashamed. First he 
thinks of his fraud as “borrow- 
ing,” says Dr. Creesey. When he 
realizes he has been committing 
thefts he often gives himself up. 

Frequently, bank employes with 
sticky fingers plead they were 
forced to help themselves to their 
wares because of their own mea- 
ger pay. 

Samuel E. Swiger, for example, 
began working for the Farmers 
and Merchants Bank of Cairo, 
W. Va., in 1941, at $100 a month. 
By last spring he was vice presi- 
dent—at about $250 a month— 
and voluntarily gave himself up, 
admitting he had embezzled $50,- 
000 over seven years. He said his 
conscience bothered him and at- 
tributed his troubles to “starva- 
tion wages.” 

Swiger’s argument has had pow- 
erful support. 

“It’s the old, old story of trying 
to live on starvation wages,” Fed- 


Meteoroids Grave 


Hazard for Space Travelers

66 Wy ULLETS” flying around 
Bout in the universe will 
present a frightful danger 

to the space traveler. 

The bullets are meteoroids — 
space projectiles. They can cause 
as much damage to a space ship 
as an artillery shell. 

In today’s warfare a pilot fly- 
ing at 60,000 feet must carry his 
own air; if a shell strikes his 
cockpit he has from 10 to 20 sec- 
onds to start emergency measures 
to save himself. 

The pressure in the punctured 
cockpit will burst out into the 
rarefied outer atmosphere and 
the pilot will undergo what sci- 
entists call explosive decompres- 
sion.

ASTRONOMERS and scientists 
have found numerous concentra- 
tions of meteoroids in the solar 
system. The _ size, brightness, 
speeds and frequencies of meteors 
can be determined. Dr. Fred L. 
Whipple of the Harvard College 
Observatory has correlated data 
on meteorites and their penetra- 
tion probabilities, that is, their 
ability to puncture the space ship. 
He has published some interest-

ERHAPS one effective way to 
Pxcep bank employes from mix- 

ing their customers’ money 
with their own would be to let 
word get around that embezzling 
is uncomfortably nerve-wracking 
business and that, sooner or later, 
the thief is almost bound to get 
caught. 

Most embezzlement schemes 
have a rob-Peter-to-pay- Paul 
flavor. They may require forever 
new thefts to cover up for old 
ones. “Dormant” accounts may 
suddenly come to life. Bank ex- 
aminers pop up at inconvenient 
times. And whenever an em- 
bezzler has to stay home with a 
cold or takes a vacation he runs 
the heavy risk of someone else 
stepping into his place and dis- 
covering what's been going on. 
Just being a half hour late in the 
morning may be enough to cause 
exposure. 

Bank employes, being usually 
of the non-adventurous white-col- 
lar mold, often fold up under 
the pressure. Thus, Wendell Dirst 
a quiet family man who worked 
for 37 years for the Farmers’ 
First National Bank of Minooka, 
Ill., and was treasurer of two 
school districts, killed himself 
with a shotgun the day after 
FDIC agents started a thorough 
check of his books. It was dis- 
covered that he had taken $186,- 
000 in small amounts over 
“many” years. 

An embezzler can never know 
when his mask of respectability 
may suddenly be ripped off. Da- 
mon Grow, the $3000-a-year head 
cashier of the First National 
Bank of Jackson, O., had stolen 
a total of $102,000 over 27 years 
when the bank decided to change 
its bookkeeping methods, a bank 
examiner arrived unexpectedly 
and the secret was out.

Though French impressionism 
of 75 years ago was in accord 
with contemporaneous laboratory 
findings on the nature of color, 
notably those of Michel Eugene 
Chevreul, the art movement at its 
inception owed no debt to science, 
he said. 

Impressionist- painters were 
later affected by scientific con- | 
clusions, but the artists’ way 
of looking at visible nature, in 
Hudson’s view, might have been 
no less valid had it lacked scien- 
tifie support. 

“It is a curious and meaningful 
fact that science and art often 
attack the same problems at the 
same time,” he said, illustrating 
the dual concept with a single 
slide of anatomical studies by 
DaVinci. Through such linear 
perspective studies as those for 
his “Adoration of the Magi’ the 
great Italian helped solve depth 
perception problems, the talk 
showed.

Here Hudson referred to Ein- 
stein but acknowledged a more 
direct debt to the psychologist, 
James J. Gibson, whose recent 
work :is based on wartime re- 
search on aircraft pilots’ depth 
perception under circumstances 
involving unusual extent of field 
and high speeds. 

In “The Perception of the 
Visual World,” Gibson applies 
special and precise meanings to 
the terms “visual world” and 
“visual field.” Hudson adopted 
this terminology in his lecture. 

Gibson’s instructions for seeing 
a visual field, as quoted by Hud- 
son, were to “look at the room 
not as a room but, insofar as you 
can, as if it consisted of areas or 
patches of colorful surface.”

THE A MINOR SYMPHONY is 
regardedby the closer students of 
the Sibelius literature as the Fin- 
nish composer’s best work. Cer- 
tainly it is an elevated and pow- 
erful work for all of its dark 
coloring, and a compact work con- 
sidering the number of ideas it 
contains. The contrasting element 
will be supplied by the Honegger 
Concertino for Piano and Orches- 
tra in which Aldo Ciccolini will 
play the solo part. 

Aaron Copland’s ballet suite, 
“Appalachian Spring,” will be one 
of three widely contrasting num- 
bers allotted to the program for 
Oct. 30 and 31. The other two are 
Mozart's Piano Concerto in A

Gulda as soloist, and Tschaikow- 
sky's Symphony No. 5, and surely 
it will be difficult to find 
three compositions in which the 
area of feeling of each differed 
so enormously from the other two.

Hold-Up in Brazil—Plans for 
half a billion dollars in loans to 
Brazil are being held up by a 
Brazilian law that makes it vir- 
tually impossible to take profits 
out of the country. 

The money would come from 
the World Bank and the United 
States Export-Import Bank for 
the development of railroads, 
water power, port installations 
and other basic economic needs. 
About a third has already been 
committeed. 

Brazil's Congress is considering 
repeal of the profit-export law. 
Some Brazilians, however, are re- 
acting unfavorably to what they 
consider pressure from the 
United States to hurry repeal 
along. 


Segregation—Some Negro lead- 
ers are warning their people to 
move cautiously in their legal 
campaign to get the Supreme 
Court to rule segregation in pub- 
lic schools unconstitutional. The 
court now has three such cases 
pending. 

The advice is: 

Don’t put the court in a spot 
where it will have to rule def- 
initely for or against segregation.

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RAWING INTO ITS late stages, the presidential campaign has acquired 

a new heat from the cross-country, man-to-man battle of words between 

President Harry S. Truman and Dwight D. Eisenhower. On whistle-stop 
tours from Midwest to"Far West and return, the President and the Republican 
nominee, while making the general attacks and defenses common to political 
speeches, directed their hardest verbal punches at each other. 

Truman, campaigning in behalf of the Democratic nominee, Governor 
Adlai E. Stevenson, is presumed to e had as one of his purposes the re- 
moval of some of the gloss from a popular military hero, now a political 
enemy. And there is little doubt that the President felt resentment at the 
continuous attacks on his administration by the man he had honored and 
had once considered qualified for the presidency. In back-platform talks 
wr Se in formal addresses Truman criticized the Republican standard-bearer 

ical campaigning “give ‘em hell” style. 

e some Republican leaders protested publicly and bitterly against 
the tactics Truman was using against their candidate, Eisenhower accepted 
the challenge. Abandoning stand that he would not indulge in person- 
alities, he blasted away vigorously at his former commander-in-chief. 

The President, in contrast to his tense manner in his famous 1948 whistle- 
stop tour, was relaxed, but he also seemed to be Groused. He called Eisen- 
hower a “front man” for special interest groups, declared he was a good 
general but would make a poor president. Truman vigorously defended the 
Democratic New Deal and Fair Deal administrations, charged the Republii- 
cans were attempting to hide a 20-year record of obstruction and isolationism 
behind “the shining armor of a national hero.” 

Eisenhower, following Truman by a few days on the same general 
route, delivered an assortment of counter-attacks. He called Truman “an 
expert in political demagoguery,” said the President was firing blanks, 
ridiculed Democratic claims for development of the West, asserted the Presi- 
dent was conducting “a course in nonsense fiction.”

The collisions, at the height 
of the morning commuting rush hour, wrecked al] three trains, demol- 
ished the Harrow station, tore down a pedestrian overpass and hurled 
debris into a shopping center 150 feet away. The battered trains and 
the crowd of rescue workers and spectators are shown in photo, right, 
made soon after the accident, when many bodies remained in the great 
heaps of tangled steel. There were two collisions. In the first, an ex- 
press, the Night Scot, running 95 minutes late from Perth, Scotland, to 
London, crashed into the rear of a stationary suburban train, its wooden 
coaches loaded with 600 passengers. The locomotive sheared through 
the coaches, knocking them across two main line tracks. Seconds later, 
another express, bound from London to Manchester, thundered down 
the line and plowed into the wreckage. Its two locomotives jumped the 
tracks and slid along a platform into a crowd of commuters waiting for 
other trains.“ Derailed coaches piled up so high they knocked down 
the footbridge, 45 feet above the tracks, and pedestrians on it were 
plunged into the wreckage. It was Britain's worst railroad accident 
since 1915, when 227 persons were killed. A few hours after the wreck 
more than 80 deaths were reported and the toll was expected to exceed 
100. Many .lives were saved with blood plasma rushed to the scene 
from the United States Eighth Air Force base at South Ruislip. Harrow 
is 10 miles northwest of London.

Elected from Tokyo's first district was 
Ichiro Hatoyama, founder of the postwar 
Liberal Party dnd recently restored to 
lic life. He is in position to challenge Pre- 
mier Yoshida for party leadership and also 
the premiership. The House will elect a 
premier after the new Diet holds its first 
session, scheduled for about October 20.

HE “PIASA BIRD,” legendary monster of the Illini 
Indians, has reappeared on the side of a high bluff 
overlooking the Mississippi River at Alton, at the 

Alton end of the McAdams Memorial highway. The 
aboriginal painting given that name, which was 
known to the earliest river explorers, was destroyed 
in 1870. To restore the historical landmark, a new 
bird has been ted on the bluff—which itself has 
been changed by modern necessities—as the gift of 
©. W. Maguire, Alton business man. The painting 
is to be formally dedicated this afternoon by the Al- 
ton Area Historical Society. 

The original bird was destroyed in 1870 by quar- 
rying operations. A reproduction fae in 1924 was 
lost two years ago when part of the cliff was blasted 
away for the memorial high . The present Piasa 
Bird reproduces the original as far as possible, on the

basis of old descriptions and reproductions. It is 30 
feet long, 17 feet high, and about 35 feet above the 
roadway. 

Father Marquette and his party of explorers are 
the first known Europeans to have seen the Piasa bird, 
on their trip down the Mississippi in 1673. Its origin 
is generally attributed to a legend of a man-eating 
monster that carried Indians to a cave and devoured 
them. The monster was eventually destroyed, accord- 
ing to the Indian legend, by Chief Ouatoga and his 
tribesmen. 

Maguire, an outdoor advertising contractor, super- 
vised the reproduction, was aided by employes. 
Before starting he had a chemical analysis of the rock 
made to determine the quality, and coated the bluff 
with zinc chromate and red lead to give the paint 
greater durability.

Rubber for the Kitchen

tract could only turn out the dustpans 
untrimmied and unfinished. 

Caldwell, his wife and their two small 
daughters finished them up in the fam- 
ily basement.

When 
stores hesitated about stocking the new 
item, the Caldwells brought along a bag 
of sawdust and a broom and put on a 
clean-sweep demonstration that fasci- 
nated customers.

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A 10-year scientific study reveals 
a way to curb this growing menace 


BY A. E. HOTCHNER 


HE 19-YEAR-OLD son of a distinguished 

doctor, a youth of fine reputation, 

left his room one evening carrying a 

deadly weapon in his coat pocket. The 
weapon? A box of matches. 

He walked along for a few blocks and 
then, suddenly responding to an over- 
whelming urge, he began to go in and out 
of buildings, setting fires. He burned down 
two hotels, three churches, his own rooming 
house, two warehouses, three doctors’ offices, 
the library, the city hall, a drug store and 
police headquarters. 
>» This is the way of the firebug, member of 
the most peculiar criminal set in the United 
States. He has been described as 4 potential 
murderer with amnesia. He has no appar- 
ent motive for what he does. He is a baffie- 
ment to the police. He has no guilt. 
>» He knows that he should not sneak into 
that hallway and set fire to that baby car- 
riage. He even realizes that people in the 
building may be burned to death. But he 
cannot help himself, he must set the fire. 
> Some 10 years ago the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters was faced with the fact 
that arson (malicious burning, usually for 
insurance money) had greatly diminished, 
but that pyromania (the firebug’s disease) 
had increased to alarming proportions. 
> Millions of dollars had been spent to 
teach American communities fire control 
and safety. More millions had been spent to 
track down and convict arson rings, but the 
firebug was undoing all the good work. In- 
surance losses were as high as ever. Deaths 
from fires had increased. 

In desperation the Fire Underwriters 
went to Columbia University’s brilliant psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Nolan D. C. Lewis, head of the 


New York State Psychiatric Institute and 
Hospital, and described the problem. 
“This alarming. rise in pyromania,” Dr. 
Lewis told them, “parallels the general rise 
in all mental disorders.-But to date no one 
has made a comprehensive study of it in 
the United States.” 
The Underwriters agreed to finance such 
a study by Dr. Lewis. Now the results have 
been announced. For the first time the eerie 
workings of the firebug’s mind have been 
laid bare. To understand the pyromaniac 
we first have to understand what fire means 
_to all of us. Dr. Lewis points out that with- 
out fire there would be no life on earth, that 
fire seems to be an embodiment of the en- 
tire life force—as well as the force of de- 
struction. 


Dr. Helen Yarnell, also of Columbia who 


worked with Dr. Lewis, explains it this way: 
“Everyone loves a fire. Normal people satisfy 
their interest with a camp fire or a fire in 
the fireplace, by burning leaves in the fall, 
or with candles on the birthday cake. 


Fire ‘‘Satisfies’’ Him 


66 OWEVER, there is something in the 
H pyro’s make-up which keeps him 
from handling frustrations like a 
normal person or even a neurotic. Since fire 
can be so completely destructive, it is an ex- 
cellent means of carrying out aggressive 
acts of hatred or violence. In striving for an 
outlet, the pyro’s emotions undergo a change 
so complete that he is unaware he is com- 
mitting violence. The fire itself becomes 
complete satisfaction. It doesn’t matter 
what or how much it destroys.” 
» Thomas Brophy, recently retired New 
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York Fire Marshal, who is considered the 
country’s outstanding arson detective (he 
has investigated 100,000 fires), points out 
that arson detectives in each city know 
many of the most dangerous of firesetters. 
They know where they live, where they 
work, whom they see. 

» But fire marshals can do very little about 
it. To convict the firebug under our present 
arson laws, it is almost necessary to catch 
him at the precise moment he sets a fire’ 
» When he does get convicted, most states 
keep him in prison only a short time, then 
turn him loose again. 

» And yet one firebug can destroy a com- 
munity. The son of a wealthy Philadelphian 
set 31 fires that burned down most of a four- 
mile area. 


The Hartford Tragedy 


R TAKE the case of a volunteer fireman 

Q in the Midwest who burned out a 40- 

square-mile area with these results: 

30 families lost their homes; 12 persons 

were killed; $3,000,000 worth of government 

timber was destroyed; and a score of fire- 
fighters were injured. 

And the holocaust in the big top of the 
Ringling Bros., Barnum & Bailey Circus 
at Hartford, Conn., in 1944 was attributed 
to a firebug, although nobody was convicted. 
The fire killed 168 persons. 

» A typical firebug, a 24-year-old who set 
17 fires that caused $200,000 in property 
losses, said: “It seems that the moment I 
was seized of that particular craving my 
mind, intelligence, courage and will power 
were all overpowered and, losing complete 
control over myself, I yielded to the impulse. 
» ‘The best I can explain it is that my heart 
beat much faster and I felt as if all my 
blood had rushed to my head. I was dizzy 
and trembled like a leaf. I must have been 
like a wolf going after its prey. 

» “Then against my will, I entered the cellar 
of one of the houses and set fire to loose 
Straw there. 

» “The desire to set other fires was always 
in me and, having no control over myself, 
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I set another fire that afternoon. Later on I 
returned home to meet my loving wife. I 
tried to forget the things on my mind, but I 
could concentrate on no other thought than 
repeating what I had done.” 

“Probably the most frightening aspect 
about pyromaniacs,” Dr. Lewis says, “‘is that 
to the casual observer they appear rational. 
In fact they seem so normal they attract 
little attention. In their confessions they 
invariably describe themselves as Dr. 
Jekylis and Mr. Hydes.” 

» When asked to describe a typical firebug, 
Dr. Yarnell says, “That’s as hard as describ- 
ing a typical murderer, but there are some 
salient characteristics that might be men- 
tioned. He is probably a male between the 
ages of 16 and 21 with a little below normal 
intelligence. He may well have some. real or 
imaginary slight physical defect, and he 
comes from a broken or very unhappy home, 
or from an institution or orphanage. He is 
unaggressive, tending toward meekness, 
and he is unemployed or bored with his job. 
» “Chances are that he has a sexual prob- 


Jem of some sort. He may be stimulated by 


a drink or two but he does not get drunk. He 
is likely to have a history of bed-wetting as 
a child. He has a criminal record that is 
usually limited to petty crimes.” 


An Irrational Crime 


irrational crime that is committed for 

sensual satisfaction and no material 
profit. All the experts point out that for 
many pyromaniacs, fire setting has a defin- 
ite sexual connotation. 

For example, a young man named Ken- 
neth, who was the son of the dean of a large 
university, had a regular pattern of starting 
a small fire, calling for his girl, and then re- 
turning to the fire to watch it with her. 

It may surprise you to learn that compul- 
Sive firebugs are sometimes found among 
volunteer firemen turned firebug who are 
often sons of important members of the 
community — doctors, judges, bank execu- 
tives, police chiefs and the like. 


PR itrationas is the perfect example of the 


It is commonly believed that women never 
set fires, but this is not so. 

“Women are sometimes dangerous and 
quite often dramatic firesetters,’’ Dr. 
Yarnell says. “They may do it for revenge 
or to attract attention or for excitement or 
to relieve tension.” 

The female pyro burns only property that 
has emotional meaning for her — her own 
house, her neighbor’s house or perhaps the 
church. 


Today, psychiatrists often are able to re- 


Store the pyro to his community with his 


deadly fire complex rendered “safe’’. 

Courts and prisons seem less and less able 
to cope with this rising menace. 
>» A check on 1071 convicted firebugs gave 
the following results: 162 in penitentiaries; 
42 in reform schools; 260 in mental institu- 
tions and hospitals; 138 received treatment 
and have made “adequate community ad- 
justment” and 469 cannot be traced and are 
presumed to be at large. This means that 
these 469 firebugs have been sent back to 
their communities with the same warped 
obsessions that drove them to set fires in the 
past. 

» What, then, is wrong with our laws? 

In most states the courts apply this time- 
worn measuring stick to the confessed pyro- 
maniac: does he appreciate the nature of 
his act? If he does, then he is adjudged 
guilty and sent to prison. For how long de-

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pends upon an even more medieval-set of 
rules: if the fire has been set in a dwelling 
house, even though it is a small trash fire 
set by a teenager, then arbitrarily it is first- 
degree arson and the penalty is severe. If it 
has been set in a building or chain of build- 
ings that are uninhabitea, though losses 
may be huge, the penalty is usually light. 


Firebugs Are Sick 


R. LEWIS and Dr. Yarnell point out that 
1) the mere fact that the pyro under- 
stands what he has done is no meas- 

ure at all of his mental condition. 

They say that every firesetter must be 
classified as psychotic (he has a mental dis- . 
order) until it is definitely proved other- 
wise. Firebugs must be regarded as a 
peculiar breed of non-aggressive criminal 
who cannot be changed by prison nor usu- 
ally by state hospitals for the insane. They 
need to be treated in a hospital devoted ex- 
clusively to pyromania; and there is no 
such institution in the U.S. 

There are certain things which you, as an 
individual member of a community, can do 
to reduce the hazard of the firebug. 

1. Do not leave trash piles in hallways 
or basements. 

92. Do not leave baby carriages, the pyro’s 
favorite fire object, in vestibules or hallways 
that have easy access. 

3. Equip all apartment, rooming-house 
and other communal-type entrance doors 
with locks. 

4, Report to police any individuals sus- 
piciously loitering near your house or in 
hallways of your apartment building. 

5, Protect your barns—they are common 
objects of the pyro’s affections. 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters 
has drawn up a set of model arson laws 
which it is urging every state to adopt. The 
board also has printed booklets that set 
forth detailed investigation procedures, 
which it will send to any local fire depart- 
ment on request. (National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, 85 John St., New York 7, 
New York.)

The National Press Club 
here once invited Sammy 
Baugh, the Washington Redskins’ 
football star to be its guest of honor. 
Sammy squirmed all during the 
affair—particularly when the toast- 
master got up to introduce him.

@ “All I want you to do, Sammy,” 
said the toastmaster;‘is say hello.”

Texas... 


revolutionized football 


“Just pump a little air into it,” 
drawled Sammy, “and I would.” 

(That was a pretty long sentence for 
. : Baugh.) : 

The quiet Texan made passing 
look so easy and so safe that he 
revolutionized the strategic con- 
cepts of the game. Baugh is to pass- 
ing what Lindbergh was to the 
airplane. 

Until Baugh came along, George 
Preston Marshall, owner of the 
Washington Redskins, was up to his 
ears in red ink. 
® But once Slingin’ Sam took over, 
the Redskin franchise became one 
of the most profitable in the League. 
® Not the least of Baugh’s achieve- 
ments, though, is what he accom- 
plished for himself. 

@ He didn’t even own a cowboy suit 
when Marshall plucked him off the 


a] 
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Texas Christian campus and intro- 
duced him to the press in 1937. 

Again, Sammy looked downright 
uncomfortable in the unfamiliar 
cowboy hat, chaps and high-heeled 
boots Marshall had bought for him. 

“Mah feet hurt,” he said in the 
only memorable remark of the press 
conference. 

Considering the fact that Baugh 
didn't own a patch of front lawn in 
37 and had no more than a nodding 
acquaintance with cows and horses, 
he’s done well. 


He Earned $300,000 


IS EARNINGS have mounted to 
H about $300,000. What has he 
done with the money? 
Sammy sums it up in his laconic 

way: 

‘“‘Half went in taxes and half went 
in Texas.” 

@ The half that went in Texas went 
into a ranch of some 5,000 acres 
stocked with hundreds of head of 
cattle. But today he’s not a “gentle- 
man cowboy.” He really knows how 
to bulldog a steer. He lives on the 
ranch with his wife, Edmonia, and 
four sons. 

@ And forward passes got it all for 
him. 

The first day Ray Flaherty, then 
coach of the Redskins; met Slingin’ 
Sam, he knew he had someone extra 
special. 

Flaherty was diagraming a play 
on the blackboard. 

“The end takes 10 steps straight 
ahead, then flares out to the right,” 
explained Flaherty; tracing the 
downfield progress of the receiver 
with chalk. 3 

He drew a big ‘“‘“X’’ on the board, 
and added: “When he reaches here, 
you just hit him in the eye with the 
ball.” 

@ “Which eye?” drawled Sam. 

So fiendish is his accuracy that 
Flaherty almost had to be explicit. 

Although statistics generally are 
boring, they’re fascinating as far as 
Sam is concerned — because they 
alone pin-point his greatness. Here 
are a few: 

Baugh has thrown the most 
passes, 2,983; completed the most, 
1,689; and gained the most yardage 
from passes, 21,933, or about 1214 
miles. 


His Passes Clicked 


E HAD one breath-taking season 
H when he clicked on 70.3 per 
cent of his tosses. His average 
efficiency, 56.6 per cent, is a record. 
Today, Sam is an old man as foot- 
ball players go. He was born Mar. 17, 
1914 on a farm near Temple, Texas. 
@ This season, he’ll be used only for 
passing. But, when he was younger, 
he could do anything and every- 


thing on a football field. 

@ The first time he ever met the 
legendary Bronco Nagurski (of the 
Chicago Bears), either socially or 
athletically, was when the mighty 
Bronc came roaring down the field 
at Baugh like a runaway beer truck 
careening down a hill. 

@ Sam never flinched, He stopped 
the unstopable Nagurski. The Bronc 
weighed 230 and was the most fear- 
some bruiser in the business. 

Baugh was-and still is—a willowy 
6-foot-2 and 180 pounds. 

Sam takes pretty good care of 
himself. He taught the boys a lesson 
his very first year in pro ball. 

A monstrous tackle broke through 
the Slinger'’s protective cordon, 
knovked him down (which was 
proper enough) and then slugged 
him (which wasn’t). 

“Take it easy, son,” cautioned 
Baugh. 

On the very next play, it happened 
again. One of the Redskins asked, 
“Want me to pop that guy, Sam?” 

“Nope,” replied Baugh, “just let 
him come through on the next play.” 


Taught a Lesson 


HE BALL snapped from center. 
t The wild-eyed tackle rushed in 


to tear Sam apart. 

Just.as he lunged for Baugh, the 
Slinger slung. The ball traveled with 
projectile force. 

@ It hit the onrushing man-moun- 
tain between the eyes and knocked 
him colder than an iceberg. 

® This happened during a season 
when Sammy’s teammates were giv- 
ing him very little protection as he 
dropped back to pass. 

At any rate, he made another one 
of his famous and successful public 


speeches at the end of that season. . 


Swaying nervously as he stood in 
front of a room full of FBI men, 
Sammy said: 

“Gentlemen, this is the most pro- 
tection I’ve had all season.” *

Most publicized actress in the U. S. 
is blonde, bouncy Marilyn Monroe. 
PARADE gave Marilyn one of her first 
publicity breaks when it featured her on 
its cover in 1947. Since then, PARADE 
has closely followed her swift rise from 
model to movie Cinderella. Recently, 
PARADE’s Sid Ross sat with Marilyn for 
an afternoon while she waited for stage 
cues during a personal appearance tour in 
Atlantic City, N. J. His report is the story 
of the troubled outlook of a girl who—by 
all familiar standards—should be riding 
the happy crest of a great wave of success: 


ATLANTIC CITY. 
E SAT in Marilyn’s suite 
at the Claridge Hotel. 

In the anteroom sat 
press agents, studio aides 
and local movie men. 

Their talk hardly reached us. 
Marilyn lounged in a big hotel chair, 
sometimes upright, sometimes lan- 
guid and beguiling—the way millions 
of Americans dream of her. 

Just as she has talked to me be- 
fore, Marilyn spoke frankly. What 
she told me should shatter forever 
any popular fancy that Marilyn, at 
24, the uncrowned queen of Holly- 
wood and the possible successor to 
Jean Harlow, is the happiest as well 
as the luckiest girl alive. 


Just a Dumb Blonde? 


66 EOPLE expect to find me one of 
two things,” she said. “Either 
a tart or a dumb blonde. 

“I’m neither. 

“The fact is that I’m lonely—in 
Spite of the fastest ride to popularity 
that any girl ever had. 

“Too much publicity makes you 
lonely. 

“Suddenly you see people speak- 
ing to you and being nice to you. But 


they never did before, and you feel 
it’s happening only because you're 
now a ‘personality.’ 

“And with me, I Know, it would 
have meant a lot more to have had 
a few words of encouragement be- 
fore—when I really needed them.”

@ Once reporters asked her about 
her first date with ballplayer Joe 
DiMaggio. (There’s been talk that 
she would marry Joe. As of this 
writing, it has not occurred.) 


- @ “They asked if we'd talked about 


baseball,” says Marilyn. 
“Then they calmly went ahead 


and invented a story that I’d said 
about Joe: ‘What coordination!’

JOHN O*-GROATS, Scotland. 

NE OF BRITAIN’S loneliest castles has 

been sold to Elizabeth, Britain’s 

Queen Mother, as her summer 
home. 

Behind the grey stones of Barrogill 
Castle, here in Scotland’s far-north 
county of Caithness, the royal widow will 
relax in seclusion for several months each 
year. ; 

For her it will be a new home-—far from 
the atmosphere of London. The castle 
overlooks the sea—remote, isolated and 
often bleak when north clouds blot out 
the sun. 

For Barrogill stands almost at Britain’s 
wild northern tip. 

Already workmen are busy making the 
isolated castle comfortable. 

Electric lights soon will be ready to re- 
place flickering oil lamps. 

And for the first time in its 400 years, 
Barrogill will know the high, ringing 
sound of a telephone bell! 

A high pile of peat (see photo above) — 
that mixture of earth and heather roots 
which Scottish highlanders use as fuel—

will be cleared away. The grates in which 
peat was burned will go, too. Central 
heating will be installed. 

Elizabeth’s neighbors will be a few 

crofters — small farmers — living in stone 
cottages in the flat countryside where 
the trees are shorn and clipped by biting 
north winds that sweep in from the sea. 
@ Like most ancient castles, Barrogill 
has a ghost—the spirit of a woman who 
starved to death in its dungeons centuries 
ago. A few people claim they have seen 
her walking the ramparts. 
@® Elizabeth was not as interested in the 
phantom as she was in the magnificent 
view of turbulent Pentland Firth, of grey 
hills and heather-clad fields. 


Miles to Nearest Railway 


HE CASTLE has 40 rooms, including a 
huge drawing room; a book-lined 
library; big bedrooms built for deep 
four-posters and an old-fashioned kitch- 
en with rows of copper pans. 
* Walled gardens and a fine park soften 
the forbidding exterior. 

When the Queen Mother goes to Barro- 
gill, she will motor four miles to the near- 
est church in the hamlet of Canisbay. 
The nearest railway station is 13 miles 
away; the nearest airfield, 20 miles. 

The Queen Mother, fond of her native 
Scotland, decided to have a Scottish resi- 
dence of her own when Balmoral, tradi- 
tional summer home of Britain’s mon- 
archs, passed to her daughter, Queen 
Eliizabeth. 

The price she paid for Barrogill has not 
been revealed, but renovations alone will 
cost about $60,000.
